By this it appears, that thirty elections,

tarily, or even chearfully, the exciſe laws,

The continuance of them therefore muſt 
be conſidered, not as an oppoſition to, but 
gs the will of, the people, for they alone 

poſſeſs the alternative to prevent their ex- 
tenſion by not ſmuggling ; which word be- 
ing now introduced, it may be 10 harm to 
aſk the Doctor, if he has 0 private and 
fecret averſions to the exciſe, and if none of 
his particular friends have ever ſuffered any 
little inconveniences from the impertinerce of 
Hs mtruſions? If an honeſi man be ſuſ-

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pected of any crime, he would court ſearch, - 
examination and enquiry, therefore he has 
nothing to fear from the exciſe laws, in 
the greateſt extent ; but with a rogue and 
a ſmuggler it is different. _ 


It is abſurd to give people more liberty 
than is conſiſtent with their moral and re- 
ligious character, for if a greater propor- 
tion be given them, they cannot bear it, 
and make a bad uſe of it : on this account 
it is really much to be feared the French 
revolution, to which in fome reſpecis the 
Author is equally a friend with the Doctor, 
will miſcarry, as the manners and habits 
of the people were not ſufficiently prepared 
for it, and it is conceived they will not be 
capable of ſtanding ſo violent a ſhock, 
after the firſt tranſports of their tumultu- 
dus feelings have ſubſided.
